Now at 68 Years He’s a Husky

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 7.—That John 
D. Rockefeller will live to be more than 
94 years old is the prediction of Dr. H. 
F. Biggar, his family physician. Dr. 
Riggar watched Mr. Rockefeller play 
golf over the Forest Hill links yester- 
day, and at the end of the game assert- 
ec that the Standard Oil magnate was 
likely to live more than a quarter of a 
century longer. Mr. Rockefeller, who 
iooked particularly well, said he had 
never felt better in his life and that he 
could ear anything. 

Long life {in the Rockefeller family 
has long been a matter of comment. 
William Rockefeller, John D. Rockefel- 
ter’s father, is still living, at the age of 
4. Dr. Biggar said he saw no reason 
why the master of Forést Hill sheuld 
not live longer than his father. 

‘‘He ig the best trained athlete in the 
60-year-old class in the world today and 
he’s 68 at that,” he said. ‘‘He’ll- live 
longer than his father, I'm sure. Did 
you see his strokes on the links this 
morning? Did they look feeble? I tell 
you Mr. Kockefeller has been born 
twice physically, and he is only 14 years 
old now. He is growing up again and 
growing up scientifically, adding to his 
muscle, to his lungs, to his heart power 
with every breath of fresh air he takes 
on Forest Hill and with every drive he 
makes with the golf club.” 


Health Cost Him $5,000,000. 

And it cost Mr. Rockefeller $5,000,000 
for this second life. Those are his own 
words. It happened in this wise, ac- 
cording to Dr. Biggar: Mr. Rockefeller 
came to Cleveland in 1893, in the middle 
of the panic period, completely broken 
in health and spirit. He could eat noth- 
ing which would nourish him. His ap- 
petite was gone and his nervous system 
was a wreck. 

“Doctor, I'm a sick man; I’m afraid 
I'm going to die. But it Is not account 
of financial situation that I am sick. It 
is through disappointment of my 
friends.”’ 

He asked the doctor to help him. After 
a few days Dr. biggar went to Mr. 
Rockefeller with this prescription:

The traffic men do not like this. As 
one of them said: 

“There are certain special considera- 
tions which a wide-awake traffic man 
can expect from a road which he has 
the power to favor.” 


BALKS ON CUTTING 
QUT RUCK ISLAND 


Deputy ‘Secretary McHaney of Ar- 
kansas Will Not. Revoke 
Railroad’s Charter. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 7.—Deputy 
Secretary of State E. L. McHaney, in 
the absence of Secretary Ludwig, will 
not forfeit the charter of the Rock 
Island Railway for taking a case into 
the Federal Court. This statement was 
made this morning by mcHaney, who 
explained as follows: 

“The Federal Court has issued an in- 
junction against the Secretary of State 
to prevent the revocation of the com- 
pany’s charter. While I have no offi- 
cial knowledge or assurance of this in- 
junction, it has been issued and I am 
restrained from revoking the charter 
just the same as if I did know it of- 
ficially. 

“I do not propose to act in this or 
any other case until I have been fully 
advised. If the railway has taken any 
case into the Federal Court in violation 
of the Wingo law, I shall revoke its 
charter unless enjoined.’’ 











Attorney-General’s Opinion. 

In reply to a direct inquiry as to the 
power of the Secretary of State to re- 
voke the charter of the company, even 
after the injunction was issued, Attor- 
ney-General Kirby today made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

‘The Rock Island has been operating 
its road since the passage of the Wingo 
act without complying with it and has 
incurred the penalty denounced by said 
act, for a failure to file its charter and 
pay the fees prescribed. 

“It has, further, in defiance with the 
law, removed the cause to the Federal 
courts and brought suit therein to en- 
join the Secretary of State from for- 
feiting its charter. 


‘The charter should be forfeited and 
I have so advised the Secretary of 
State. He stands in no danger of com- 
mitment for contempt Le: the Federal 
Court, since no injunction has been 
served upon him. 

“He is the only official in the State 
who can revoke a railway company's 
authority to do business in the State. If 
he will not do it, then the law must be 
enforced by suits to recover penalties. 

Corporation's Insolensce. 

“These great corporations have grown 
more insolent since some Federal judges 
have assumed power not granted to 
them by the constitution and encroach 
upon the jurisdiction of States. They 
will shortly, it seems, if not made to 
understand the Jimit of their authority,

Chief of Police Creecy, with an army 
ef 1400 bluecoats and all the legal ma- 


chinery of the State and city at his 
back, has declared war on the ‘‘Bottoms 
gang,” with headquarters at Jefferson 
avenue and Olive street, the heart of 
the city. An order issued by Creecy 
Wednesday morning directs the police 
of the Manchester avenue and Dayton 
street districts to break up the gang by 
arresting its members at sight. 

There are about 30 persons in the 
gang, some of its members being under 
sentence to State’s Prisen for robbery 
and other crimes. They openly boast 
of their contempt for the police. 

“Tony” Foley, the reputed ieader of 
the gang, is under a five year peniten- 
tlary sentence now for assaulting Po- 
liceman Patrick Stapleton. He is at 
liberty under an appeal bond which was 
furnished through the influence of his 


™,, political friends. 


For months the gang has terrorized 
the neighborhood of Jefferson avenue, 
between Olive street and Franklin ave- 
nue. Heretofore the police have made 
mo crusade to suppress the gang, al- 
though the Manchester Avenue District 
men have maue one or two feeble ef- 
forts in that direction. 

Will Arrest Them on Sight. 

But Creecy says the gang must go. 
He declares they have gone too far in 
their conduct. They have defied the 
police too long, he _ says. They 
must be “‘wiped from the earth.”’ 

“How am I going to break up that 
gang?’ said Creecy, in reply to a 
question put by him by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “Just watch me and see how 
I'm going to do it. If they 
have an idea that they are more pow- 
erful than the Police Department they 
are sadly mistaken. I don’t care how 
strong their political influence is, they 
can't bluff me. The police must break 
up the ‘Bottoms Gang.’ 

“IT have issued an order to that effect, 
and unless the order is obeyed to the 
letter the policemen responsible wil! go 
‘before the board for neglect of duty 
‘and disobedience of orders. I want the 
support of the court& in this fight. I 
must have that. Those desperadoes 
have been dealt with all too leniently 
by the courts in the past. Their appeal 
bonds after they have been convicted 
of crime should be fixed so high that 
they would not have such an easy time 
getting out of Jail. 

“Regardless of individual cases, how- 
ever, the members of the gang will not 
be tolerated at large. I will see that 
they are arrested every time they ap- 
par in a group on the street. There is 
@ general order standin« in this depart- 
ment directing; the pelice 
kmewn crovks every time they are seen 
on the streets. That order must be 
@beyed. The holdover is the best place 
for the members of the ‘Bottoms Gang’ 
and whenever any cf the members are 
picked up they will be given full bene- 
fit of the 20-hour law, which gives us 
the right to hold suspicious characters 
that time for investigatior.

Property owners at Aurora Springs, 
a mushroom village in Miller County, 
Missouri, which died suddenly when a 
spur of the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
ignored it to run through a nearby town, 
are in a quandary as to how they may 
satisfy judgments of nearly $7000 against 
the defunct town on bonds issued to 
build a schoolhouse. 

The schoolhouse, still standing, is 
about all that is left of the village. It 
was constructed a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, when Col. Robert S. (Bob) 
Harvey started the boom which, it was 
thought then, would make Aurora 
Springs one of the famed watering re- 
sorts of the West. 

After the railroad ran into Eldon 
residents moved their frame dwellings 
bodily to that village, but the school- 
house was left standing. John W. Hea- 
ton of the American Express Co., who 
had bought all of the $3000 bond issue 
for the school, instituted the suits, 
which, with costs and interest, have 
more than doubled the original amount 
in long litigation. Since his death the 
Public Administrator has looked after 
the suits. The Kansas City Court of 
Appeals ruled adversely to the proper- 
ty owners’ appeal Tuesday. The sult 
is against property owners in three 
school districts. 

These persons say the total value of 
the property is only $60,000, and that 
it cannot be further taxed, legally, to 
satisfy the judgments.- Suit may be 
brought in the Federal courts to settle 
this point.

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Postmaster Undisturbed by 
Accusations of Favorit- 
ism by Enemies. 








WANTS ANOTHER TERM 





Declares Political Prejudice 
Against Him Began With 
Sacks’ Removal. 





Republican opposition to the reap- 
rointment of Postmaster Frank Wyman 
1s growing. Other leaders »eside Chair- 
man Howe of the City Central Com- 
mittee have joined the anti-Wyman 
forces. These men, who keep their 
identity secret, are preparing charges 
to be submitted to the Washington au- 
thorities. 

They are relying also on their influ- 
ence with Congressmen Coudrey, Bar- 
tholdt and Caulfield to prevent an offi- 
cial indorsement of Wyman. It is as- 
serted that if Mr. Wyman does not get 
the support of at least two St. Louis 
congressmen he cannot retain his po- 
sition. 

Apparently,. United States Senator 
Warner holds the key to the situation. 
He has settled the question.of all i*ed- 
eral appointments in St. Louis, although 
acting frequently in concert with the 
Republican organization. 

It is said the President would de- 
fer to his judgment In the Wyman con- 
troversy. 

Senator Warner was the guest at 
dinner recently of Chairman Howe and 
his associates. He is taking a deep in- 
terest in Secretary ‘Taft’s presidential 
candidacy, making no secret of his 
anxiety to ‘‘land’’ the Missouri delega- 
tion. 

The Howe men control the St. Louis 
Republican organization, while Mr. 
Wyman’s friends are not considered in- 
fluential except in a few wards. 

Present indications are that if War- 
ner took part at all in the Wyman war 
the result would be disastrous to the 
Postmaster’s chances. 

Announcement from Washington that 
Assistant Postmaster-General Hitchcock 
is coming to St. Louis has stirred fresh 
interest in the Postoffice fight. Mr. 
Hitchcock may remain several days. 
Whether he will hear complaints of 
tliose who dislike Mr. Wyman’s admin- 
istration is not known here. His mis- 
sion is to ascertain all the facts about 
the Postoffice and its officials and em- 
ployes, just as he is doing now in New 
York, Chicago and other places. 

Wyman does not appear worried by 
the charges of his political enemies or 
the forthcoming visit of the Assistant 
Postmaster-General.. He discussed at 
length with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday some of the accusations 
made against him.

ter,”’ said Mr. Wyman. ‘Four years of 
war ought tv be followed by four of 


peace. I have had considerable trouble 
straightening out many matters during 
my administration.

Made Other Inspection

PROPOSES NEW TEST. 





Offers to Pay Cost If Conten- 
tions Are Not Sustained 
by Report. 





J. I. Sheppara, secrctary of the Na- 
tional Union of Railway Trackmen, filed 
a petition with Gov. Folk at Jefferson 
City Wednesday requesting the ap- 
pointment of a special commission to 
investigate the condition of the Missouri 
Louis and 
Kansas City. 

Accompanying the petition is the affi- 
davit of John Cotter and Daniel A. 
Reed, expert trackmen, who, in com- 
menting on the Railroad Commission’s 
first inspection, assert that, because of 
their attention to two young women 
who were their guests on the trip be- 
tween Kansas City and Nevada, Com- 
nissioners Ogelsby and Wightman could 
not observe all the defects that fell 
under the eye of themselves and Chair- 
man Knott. 

“Afterward, on July 26,"" 

a Mr. Sheppard, “and without noti- 
fying the officers or ‘agents of the 
trackmen’s union and giving them an 
opportunity to be present, the railroad 
commissioners, at the instance of offi- 
cials of the Missouri Pacific Railway, 
made a pretended reinspection of the 
lines of said company’s railroad and in 
addition pretended to inspect the iine 
from St. Louis to Jefferson City. 


Traveled Too Fast. 


“Your petitioner submits that it was a 
physical impossibility for the railroad 
commissioners to make a fair inspec- 
tion o. railway tracks while traveling 
at the rate of speed they were neces- 
sarily required to travel in order to 
cover the 624 miles, which they pretend- 
ed to inspect: in the three days given 
to the work.’ 

As a result of the reinspection trip, 
Commissioners Ogelsby and Wightman 
refused to adopt a report submitted by 
Mr. Wightman limiting the speed of 
Missouri Pacific trains to 15 miles an 
hour. ‘This action followed a heated 
controversy between the two commis- 
sioners’ and. Chairman Knott, Ogelsby 
and Wightman charging that Knott’s 
conduct on the reingpection trip was 
such as to preclude him from making 
an unbiased report of the Missouri Pa- 
cific tracks. 

Mr. Knott has ®etaliated with a letter 
to Gov. Folk urging the appointment of 
a commission to institute an fthdepep- 
dent investigation.

| From Europe, to Be Hurried 
to Frisco.

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—The Tennessee, 
flying. the flag of Rear Admiral Stock- 
ton, and the Washington, the most 
powerful cruisers under the Stars and 


Stripes, are home from Bordeaux, 
where, as the special service squadron 


representing the United States, they at- 
tended the maritime exposition, after- 
ward visiting the naval station at Brest. 

Within two weeks this pair of the 
newest and best vessels will be on 
their way to the Pacific, according to 
expectations of the Navy Department.

THE FIGHT AGAINST OLD AGE. 


Aids in the War Suggested by a Post-Dispatch Expert. 
BY MARGARET HUBBARD AYER. - 








ANY letters come to me, written by men as well as women, who wish 
M to checkmate the ravages of old age before the lines grow too deep to 

be erased and the hair has lost its color beyond repair. With very few 
exceptions, these letters come from peo ple who work, The business world is like 
an ungrateful] husbandman, who turns his flocks out of the green pastures and 
on to the broad highway, where grazing is scant, as they grow too old to te 
of service to him. It is a maddening thought to those who work, and must work 
forevermore, that the very wrinkles acquired from usefulness muSst later ap- 
pear as silent witnesses against them. 

One poor man writes me that he has worked at bartending all his life, 
but now that old age creeps on apace and his mustache and hair are turn- 
ing gray he must needs be shelved to give place to the young and sturdy bar- 
keep who yet has a long life before him. A woman writes that her work as of- 
fice assistant is imperiled by the first aprearance of 2 gray hair and an untime. 
ly wrinkle. She is desperate. Her daily bread hangs on this slender support. 

What shall we say? That the world is ungrateful? But the world has not 
changed an@ we can only fight it with its own weapons—that is, laugh at 
its capriceg and keep young. With this determination held patiently in mind, 
half the battle is won. It is useless to whisper warnings into the ears of the 
foolish young, but when they first feel the clutch of old age there ig yet 
time. The battle will be partly mental and partly scientific, for science has 
taken a hand in the struggle and has provided endless weapoiis with which 
old age fs driven back upon his covey. It has shown us how to smooth out 
wrinkles, to expand the sunken chest and to distribute evenly the unruly flesh 
which piles itself up stubbernly in one place, Moreover, it has shown us how 
to eat and how to sleep and how to breathe. The mental part of the battte 
is not so easy, but it may be acquired. It teaches us to benish the petty wor- 
ries, which bring wrinkles, to control the tempers which weaken the physical 
forces, to enjoy and be content, 

If, then, Health and Beauty are to he masters of our fate, we may at least 


strive with courageous hearts to grasp and hold them.

This is an increase of 
224 horses and 133 dogs over the year 1%. In all Germany during the year 1906 
there were slaughtered for food 182,000 horses. This is an increase of about 
twenty thousand over 19, and of about forty-seven thousand over 1904. Com- 
plete figures are lacking in regard to the slaughter of dogs for food in the 
German Empire, but fragmentary statistics indicate that the total number was 
about seven thousand—probably more rather than less. In the city of Chem. 
Nitz alone 698 dogs were slaughtered in 16, an Increase of 8 over 19%, anda 
curing the same period 1070, an increxvse of 87 over 1985. Saxony also consumed 
£14,640 head of cattle (steers, bulls and ccWs), 422,831 calves, 1,112,714 swine, 


206,082 sheep and 74,247 goats.

places, which were mined by very pri- 
mitive methods. The.,movement of pro- 
Sspectors to this region was known as 
the Cariboo ‘excitement’gor “‘stampede,” 
and probably, area for area, there was 
then a greater amount of gold collected 
from the above region than any other 
equal area ever discovered, not even ex- 
cepting the rich creeks of the Dawson 
region in Yukon Territory, says ‘“‘Mines 
and Minerals.” William Creek, in the 
Cariboo District, ts said to have pro- 
duced upwards of $5,000,000 from a length 
of 2% miles of its creek bed, according 
to government records. The district to 
which attention is now chiefly being 
given by capitalists in connection with 
hydraulic mining ts the Cariboo Dis- 
trict, in British Columbia. 

There is a false impression extant that 
mining can be carried on in this region 
for only a few months in the year. 
While the eastern part of British 
Columbia receives a large fall of snow 
varying from 30 to 4 feet per year, in 
the western part the snow fall amounts 
to only 4 or 6 feet. The climate of 
Central British Columbia is very mild, 
due to the warm ‘and persistent Chi- 
nook winds coming fram the Japanese 
current. In the summer time it is so 
mild that it is possible to obtain about 
two hundred days for the actual wash- 
ing operations. Any clear night during 
June, a paper can be read nearly the 
Whole night, in the northern and central 
parts of British Columbia. The long 
days and mild climate gives the vegeta- 
ion a very luxuriant and rapid growth.

The John Brown Amusement Co. is 
marching on, regardless of opposition 
from residents of the neighborhood of 


its amusement park for negroes at Union 


and St. Louis avenues and of judicial 
criticism. 

Judge Kinsey, in the Circuit Court 
Tuesday, declared that the company had 
no assets, and that hence he would not 
appoint a receiver for it, as a stock- 
holder had requested. But work is go- 
ing on daily at the six¥-acre tract on 
St. Louis avenue. Fences have been put 
up, and an artificial lake is being dug. 
Those at work on the ground say 
amusement and refreshment buildings 
will be completed two months hence. 


Dr. W. Jj. Alexander, who lives at 
2971 North Union avenue, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday: “Many 
property holders have recently put 4a 
great deal of money in building fine 
houses here in this neighborhood. For 
that reason we intend to fight the open- 
ing of he park, which “would change the 
character of the neighborhood and de- 
preciate values of real estate and prop- 
erty here. 

“We don’t intend to have negroes com- 
ing out here at all hours of the day 
and night. There are sevéral ways in 
which we will be able to resist any at- 
tempt to open the park. 

“We can legally prevent the e 
of any frame building under the fire 
laws, and it is hardly to be 
that the company will erect brick build- 
ings. 

“Residents own property immediately 
adjoining this place, and they, by 
monstrance, can prevent the sale of 
liquor at the park.”’

{ PARIS, Aug. 7.—Special dispatches 
received here from Tangier declare that 
Casa Blanca is now occupied by 250 
men from the warships with rapid fire 
guns. The work of installing the in- 
ternational police force will commence 
as soon as possible. 

The news of the bombardment has 
made a deep impression upon the na- 
tives at Tangier, the correspondent de- 
clares, they having been particularly 
impressed with the ease with which 
the most holy shrines were knocked to 
pieces by the shells from the cruisers. 
The Tangier correspondent of the Petit 
Parisien says that reports are current 
that the members of the Governing 
Board of Morocco are in full revolt. 

The newspapers today are unanimous 
in expressing approval of the course 
pursued at Casablanca and call espe- 
cial attention to the fact that the na- 
tive quarter was bombarded with the 
approval of the military commander. 
The Petit Republique says: 

“Only exemplary punishment can 
bring the Kabyles to more reasonable 
and more humane sentiments. It is sad 
to think that shells are necessary to 
convey the message of civilization, but 
when dealing with barbarians this is 
the only way.” 


TROOPS FIRED ON AFTER 
GIVEN PERMISSION TO LAND 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

TANGIER, Aug. 7.—Casablanca, . on 
the Morrocan, coast, has been bombard- 
ed by the French cruisers. The Moors 
are reported to have pneen shot down in 
large numbers and the town, since last 
Sunday night, has been practically in 
the possession of landing parties from 
French and Spanish crutsers. The first 
shots were fired by the Moors. The 
French responded with a bayonet 
charge and the bombardment of the na- 
tive quarter with metinite shells. The 
French suffered six men wounded, but 
no one killed. No European residents 
were hurt. 

The occupation of Casablanca is a 
direct outcome of the native uprising 
which resulted in the killing last week 
of eight Europeans at Casablanca. 
Both France and Spain are hurrying 
other warships with troops and marines 
on board to various points on the 
Morrocan coast for the, protection of 
foreigners. Under the terms of the Al- 
geciras convention these two powers are 
charged with the policing of the sea- 
ports of Morocco, and their action at 
Casablanca has brought no protest from 
any power. The states of Europe have 
expressed their willingness that France 
and Spain restore order in Morocce. No 
other countries are involved. 

Authorized to Land. 

News of the fighting at Casablanca 
was brought here by the steamer Ana- 
tole. On Saturday night the French 
naval officer in command informed the 
Moorish authorities that he was going 
to land a force for the protection of 
the French Consul. Authorization to do 
so was given. 

The force went ashore Sunday morn- 
ing at daybreak. The Frenchmen were 
no sooner on the beach than they were 
fired upon by Moorish soldiers, and in 
this first encounter the French force 
sustained all its casualties. The French- 
men fought their way to their Con- 
sulate, and then signalled the cruiser 
Galilee to bombard the native quarter. 

The Galilee at once opened upon the 
Moors. She was joined at 11 o’cleck by 
the French cruiser Du Chayla, and both 
vessels fired until 2000 rounds of ammu- 
nition had been expended. This fire is 
said to have been disastrous to the 
Arabs. The batteries on a fort at the 
mouth of the harbor fired on one of the 
French cruisers, but it was quickly 
silenced and reduced. 

Europeans Unharmed. 

A second French landing party went 
ashore and joined the first party at the 
Consulate. A third party frem_ the 
Spanish cruiser Don Alvaro de Bazan 
was landed and ocecupie&® the Spanish 
Consulate. The European quarter of 
Casablanca was not damaged. 

The remainder of the European resi- 
dents of Casablanca are either at their 
respective consulates or have taken 
refuge on board a German and English 
vessel in the harbor. 

I'rance and Spain have agreed on the 
terms of a Franco-Spanish note inform- 
ing the powers signatory of the Alge- 
ciras convention, including the United 
States, of their intention to keep wiih- 
in the terms of the convention in deal- 
ing with the situation in Morocco. The 
next measures to be adopted depend 
largely upon what develops at Casa- 
blanca as a result of the eccupation of 
that town.
